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PROBLEM OF EVIL 
STILL UNSOLVED

Yesterday afternoon Rabbi W 
Shuchat, Professor D. 0. Hcbb, 
and Dean H. N. Fieldhouse were 
members of a panel which discuss- 
ed the question, "Are there Sata- 
nic forces?" Professor Maxwell 
Cohen acted as chairman of the 
meeting, which was sponsored by 
McGill Students' Religious Coun 
cU. 

Theological View 
Rabbi Shuchat said, first, that 
the problem was really insoluble, 
There are difficulties in answer- 
ing this question with cither "Yes" 
or "No". If there are Satanic 
forces, or a principle of evil out- 
side man and beyond man's cont- 
rol, then man is not a free agent 
If there aro no Satanic forces, how 
does one account for the evil in 
the world? He felt, however, that 
ho would bo in a strong Jewish 
. tradition if he answered, "No, but 
. . . " — with the hut accented al- 
most as heavily as the No. Ac- 
cording to Jewish belief, there is 
in man both an evil impulse and 
a good impulse. The good impulse 
does not emerge until children re 
cognize good and evil, and deve- 
lop a conscience, so that evil seems 
to have a head start. But the 
universe is essentially good, since 
God created it and called it good. 
It is our duty to struggle against 
our evil impulses, and if we malce 
every effort to overcome them, by 
the grace of God we will receive 
the power to do so. The whole 
universe is on our side against 
evil. 

Psychological View 
Professor Hebb agreed with 
Rabbi Shuchat that the question 
was unanswerable, noting that it 
is a universal characteristic of 
man to ask questions of this kind, 
but that ho does not have the 
equipment to deal with them ex- 
cept by analogy. If the question 
were restated as as "Is man in- 
herently good or evil?" the answer 
would have to be "Both" or "Nci- 
ther." When children are bom, 
they are neither good nor evil, 
but they have immense potentiali- 
ties both for good and for evil. 
The widest range of behaviour is 
found in man. And it is quite im- 
possible for us to bring up child- 
ren in such a way as to encourage 
their good qualities. We simply 
do not know how. 

Hbtorical View 
Dean Fieldhouse agreed with 
Rabbi Shuchat and Professor 
Hcbb, who had said in different 
ways that good and evil are in- 
extricably intertwined in man. 
This was realized by the Stoics 
and by the Christians, with their 
doctrine of original sin. But thç 
brilliant advance in science in the 
seventeenth century and after- 
wards, as well as improvinpr so»"o 
of the intolerable conditions of the 
Middin Acres, brought an excessiv- 
ely optimistic view of human na- 
ture. 

The evils of society were blamed

adequate criticism. ■ • 

By injecting at least some con- 
troversy! into the essay section 
the editors could stimulate wider 
discussion of • their ..,, magazine. 
While controversy Is' difficult even 
in a quarterly publication, two 
opposing opinions might be pre- 
sented in the same issue. Last 
year as editor; Ted Brown adopt- 
ed the policy of awarding prizes 
to the best efforts In fiction, non- 
fiction and for cover design. 
Even such à blase stimulus as mn- 
aey can create artistry. This 
year Mr. Brown's policy has been 
dropped.

A thing is 
good insofar as it is, L e. insofar 
as it exists. Before a chair is 
made, we do not ' know whether 
it is good or bad. We have 
nothing. When it is made, it is 
good because we can now sit down; 
but if it is not made well, and 
after a short time, because ol| some 
deficiency which occurs, e.g. a 
spring breaks, . and the bottom 
falls out, it has been perverted 
from its proper function, and it 
is a bad chair. . ' 

It is only thfj perversion of a 
thing t^t, makes,, it. evil.. Liquor 
is a good; tiling' until its' use is 
pervented, i.e., when it is used to 
deprive man of bis consciousness 
for no sufficient .reason. Sex is 
a good thing until it is used per- 
versely and unreasonably . . ' . /. 
when it is used 'merely for the 
pleasure derived, and its use as 
a means for the -procreation of 
offspring is abondoned. 

We never know evil until we 
have known good. And I repeat: 
A thing is good insofar as it is. 
We do not need to find soap, 
soop has been given to us. 

Since good precedes evil, and I 
say this because of the above, 
then evil is a perversion, a devi- 
ation from what Is right It 
needs to be corrected. A society 
which has good, also has the 
right to demand a payment from 
anyone who takes that good and 
uses It wrongly.

Some time a;go three appcai«d in xrertain eminently reapeotabl* 
Uontreal newsiwpers, articles which, though diminutive in size, were 
sonetlieleBS earth-shattering in import. With admirable restraint, a 




situation as yet unparelleled in the XSty of Montreal was exposed. Thé 
tale was told of .liow'the stately home» of Westmount's upper level 
had been ingloriously invaded ^y a motley collection of undistingulsb. 
ed fats. The Daily felt that all had not been told, and thus, a reporter 
was dispatched, and an account of his adventures is henswith pro- 
seated. 



"I . chose the largest and most 
stately home on the upper level 
as my starting, point I . pressed 
the bell and waited patiently. Pre- 
sently, a well-stuffed butler ans- 
\yered my ring and looked critical- 
ly^ at me. He asked brusquely, 
"Well, what do you want" 

"If you please Sir, I'd Uke to 
see your rats." Instantly his 
manner changed from hostility 
to' Warm acceptance. "Oh the 
rats, of courses. Will you come 
this way please? We'll have to 
go down the back and then down 
to the cellar whare the rats are 
staying." He .became secretive. 
"D'ya promise not to tell the 
mastbr? He don't like the rats, 
lie thinks theV smell." I gave 
my splemn oath and united by 
a common secret we stole, down 
to the cellar. Even the cellar of 
this opulent . home was opulent, 
and In the midst of all this opu- 
lence, I saw a dozen or so of 
rats frisking nniniUbltedl^ on 
the Persian rug. I approached 
one. who appeared to be the 
leader of^Uw^j^oup and engaged 
him In conyeiiation. 

. "Hello Sir. I'd like to find ^ut 
if it is true that you fellows have 
invaded the stately homes of West- 
mount.VWe'^e>read reports of the 
situation in the newspapers, but 
we don't feel that they are com- 
pletely credible ... to use a bad 
pun, we smell a rot." 

Rat Concerned ' 

The rat looked appropriately 
concerned and then volunteered 
that, "You cant believe everything 
you read in the papers. E8pe<iially 
about >rats.' We get a very bad 
press. Most discouraging. I'm sick 
of humans and their little supe- 
rior woys." He bent his front paw 
on the carpet. "Wo rots won't 
stand for it much longer. One of 
these days we're ^umg to blow up 



and there'll be trouble. Then :all 
.yoii people will , bo jéom^àtjyou 
maligned your rat^^^rad^Sorry, 
really sorry! But it will be too 
late then, because once the horse 
is gone, it's silly to lock the bam, 
and anyway,'a stitch in time saves 
nliie." 

By this time the rat was ]n 
an absolute rage: hiii fur was 
brbtling like a toothbrasbfjuid 
his little eyes were blaSSg^tli 
a „most profound ange'rt'*-!" fdt 
that to ask another question 
would be to subject the poor rat 
to too much of an emotional 
strain, for it was obvious . that 
he was expressing his most 
secret ^ antagonisms. I thought 
back to. my elementary psycho- 
logy-course and remembered the 
part about most antagonisms 
stem tfom sexual deficiencies. 
But how could I help this poor 
rat to achieve a full sex life. I 
damned psychologbta' and .psy- 
chology, for even though psy- 
chology is the . study of rats, 
still they have not been able to 
ensure that rats — even the 
females — ' should have a full 
8ex-lifeijiU|^bbing with the vl- 
tallty^Pdynamlc personal inte- 
gration. I cursed long and loud, 
but my sympathy for the poor 
rat overcame my anger, and I 
spoke soothhigljr V to the little, 
animal. 'fOon'^tw'orry, I cajoled, 
"You rats will come Into' your 
own before long, and there will 
be no taiore unhappy rata le^t" 

So speaking, I backed out of 
the cellar and followed the butler' 
out of the opulent house. As I 
walked, down the driveway and 
onto the street, tears of Joy star- 
ted to well up in my eyca and I 
was glad suddenly, Vbry glad, that 
I had come, for now I knew that 
there, stni some decent rats left 
in the world. 
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FASCISM 

Poujodism has contributed a /lew "ism" to Europe's bevy of political movements. Poujcdist 
candidates were given 25 million votes and won 52 seats during the recent French elections, the firs 
in which the newly-formed port^pg^jcipoted. 

Poujodism started In a smajj]^fen.«^^^^^ against excessive taxation, and 

spread rapidly to the rest of Francé^||ffiMlJtIal n}onths,'its main activity consisted of running tax- 
collectors out of town. But before 'lofig^lFaoqui political overtones. Irî the mind of its most voca 
apostles it became on 'uncofhp'romisirig condemnation of the "immobilisme" of, the French National 
Assembly, of the cascode of toppli ng gove rnments, of traditional politicSI?pQlïfS^ln!foct;;bf:'thè;^to 
political system. . ' 

Uglier Methoda 
As it expanded, the movement 
raorted to ngller methods. Uni- 
formed Poialadiflt bullyboys beat 
tip heeUers; J^bn^ at 
opposition spîêfîenrand broke up 
meetings of opponents. Pierre Fou 
Jade himself, yras accused of em- 
bezzling memb«r8hip funds., . 

Ho retorted to^^ncr^mjpevmen 
that he had lost dui^nglï^eSP'ac 
ddent the little black book in 
which ho recorded the party's 
bookkeeping. 

Ponpadist speakers began to 
threaten their opponents with phy 
sical violence. As the electorial 
campaign vrore on, they became 
increwingly demagogic. Jews were 
'denounced as cnemle» |oMtliflfen a- 
tion and Mendes-Enhce^asfaTvai- 
tor who had been selling national 
secrets to au unnamed "enemy" 
(see Montreal . Star, 10-1-66). 
1 Candidates' Pledge 
Party candidates we^e solemn- 
ly pledged to obey all the orders 
of their leader (who himself did 
, not run) upon pain of moral or 
"physical" punishment. When 
reporters asked Poujade what 
would happen to rebel deputies,. 
. he boasted: "there are' enough 
lampposts left In Paris." (See 
Paris-Match, Time, 17-1-56).' 
French constitutional lawyers 
are wondering whether any de- 
puty having ripened such pledge 
can hold his seat legally. 

These tactics as well as the 
political background of many 
prominent Poujadlsts, quickly 
■ earned the party a Fascist labeL 
Ponjadejifanself has been quoted 
as MySSH^CaU me a Fascist if 
you like^fiafter all, they bad 
some good ideas." (Time, id). He 
has praised Portugal's paterna- 
listic and fascist dictatorship as 
a model for France. Indeed, many 
of the Poujadist dedantttow are 
reminescent of spewlhjn||^'' Fas- 
cist leaders in Eurbpé'aiid South 
America. 
Is Poupadism a fascist move- 
ment? It the rise of a sizeable fas- 
cist party possible in Franco? How 
strong is the French parliament- 
ary tradition, in the face of the on- 
slaught of pnti-parllamcntary 
forces on tho Left and on the 
Right? 

Difficult to ETa liiateMl6j 
^ohjadlsm is difftell'^S'eralu- 
ate, mainly because it still basical- 
ly is an amorphous protest move- 
nient, rabidly. Tocal about what It 
opposes but vague about positive 
policies. Poujadist statements 
seem often inspired more by ir- 
responsibility than by fascist doc- 
trines. But there are a number of 
underlying factors which may one 
day cliannelize Poojadism into 
fascism. 

The backbone of the movement 
is made up of tho lower middle 
class, mostly small shop keepers. 
The rise of departmental' stores 
and mail order saled techniques 
threatens uithevsorvival of this

class, which feels that it has 
slowly b^ bled white by unjust 
taxation and which fears above 
aIUth8l^<,it will be pushed down 
the social scale into being a type 
of white' collar working class. 
At the same time it feels' that 
industrialists and '..^ Politicians 
have benefitted from' favoritism 
and unscrupulous tax evasions. 
DlsUict & Dislike 
So that as a distrust for an op- 
pressive fiscal' and political system 
has become coupled with a violent 
dislike of monopolies and big bu- 
siness and, above all, with an al- 
most neurotic fear of absorption 
into the proletariat ' A similar 
situation led the lower middle 
classes of several countries to ieek 
n doubtful refuge in various fomfs 
of fascism. 

It is. among this fear-ridden 
class that the pre-war nationalist- 
ic and antisemitic parties found 
most of ; their adherents and that 
tho treasonous "Vichy regime en- 
, oyed its most widespread support. 

nryCTîliOT^l^PÎtwSef Tfié. W 
revolution petered Qut in a series 
of terror regimes, coups d'etat and 
sundry dictatorships. Parliament- 
ary governmmtiyn, the Anglo-Sa- 
xon sense-^f'tterworld, is some- 
thins quite new to French expe- 
rience. What wo mean by parli- 
amentary procedure, dignity and 
privilèges, and the respect with 
which we surround Parliament as 



the embodiment ^ and source of 
political liberties is something 
quite foreign to Frencb tradition. 
Parliament Blamed 
Many Frenchmen view Parlia- 
ment with contempt or hopeless- 
ness, bh^i^^; it for the dilem- 
ma offgoymimcntal -instability 
and alleged dishonesty. No par* 
ty, save the Poujadlsts, has yet 
come forward with an avowed 
rejection of Parliament as an 
institution. But it is probable 
that if anyone suggested a plan- 
sible alternative it would enjoy 
considerable support. 

Suggestions 
Poujade has suggested at vari- 
ous times that Etats^Generaux re- 
presenting tho various social class- 
es, be convoked, and that France 
be ruled by an iron-fisted commit- 
tee of twelve men. Impractical 
and anachronistic though they are, 
these suggestions are very signifi- 
cant. 

Parliamentary government is 
not necessarily doomed in France, 
but its foundations are mouldy 
and one of this main reasons for its 
(precarious) strength Is the lack 
of a >suitab1e acceptable alternat- 
ive. ^ 

Potentialities 
But what are tho potentialities 
of n movement such as Poujode's? 
There is no doubt that the frustra- 
tion resulting from tae^îîstôrront, 
the loss of Indo CHiina, defeats in
